: Firefighters battle through 
a busy weekend 


by Arlene Surprenant 

‘Wilmington firefighters battled 
and survived a busy weekend, 
fighting two local fires 
back-to-back late Sunday afternoon. 

The first fire was called in at 4:01 
p.m, the result of a transformer 
explosion at the Reading Light 
power substation on Wildwood 
Street. 

According to Fire Chief Dan 
Stewart, the explosion was so strong 
that a steel panel weighing 100 
pounds and held down by 36 bolts 
was blown 35 feet off the 
transformer. 

Lt. Bradbury of the Wilmington 
Fire Department was the first to 
arrive at the scene. Stewart said 
Bradbury found a “heavy fire” 
coming out of the transformer 
housings. A water supply and foam 
unit was then set up. 

As a precaution, Hanscom Air 
Force Base was contacted for their 
Ramp Patrol Vehicle, which carries 
a dry extinguishing agent. Although 
it didn't occur, firefighters feared 
the leakage of 5,000 gallons of 
combustible transformer oil. 

According to Paul Carson, 
manager of Reading Light's 
Transmission and Distribution 
Division, the explosion may have 
been caused by an electrical fault 
inside the termination cabinet on the 
side of one of the station's two 
transformers. Initial testing on the 
internal bushings indicated that the 
transformer itself was not damaged. 

“All in all, it appears that the 
internal damage was minimal, with 
che majority of the damage 
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occurring on the outside of the 
transformer,” said Carson, 

The substation was back in service 
two hours later with only minimal 
power outages, 

The second fire, a house fire at 8 
High Street, occured at 5:02 p.m. 
and was called in by. neighbors of 
the owner, Duncan MacLeod. 

Stewart told the Town Crier that 
firefighters found a fire in the area 
of a light fixture on the left side of 
the building near the roof line. A 
large amount of smoke was already 
in the eaves of the roof. 


Firefighters threw up ground , 


ladders and ventilated the roof 
while another crew brought in the 
hose. The fire was out within a half 
hour and Stewart said his men 


stayed on the scene until 10 p.m. to 
clean up and board up the hole in the 
roof. 


Damage to the roof was estimated 
at $10,000. Three Wilmington 
engines and the ladder truck, along 
with North Reading Engine Two 
responded to the call, while 
Tewksbury Engine Two covered 
the fire station.

Four reappointments to the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
preved to be more than local 
selectmen could handle Monday, as 
they made many motions and 
essentially got nowhere fast. 

The main motion was to table the 
issue until the May 24 meeting. That 
motion was reconsidered, and 
finally, associate members Phil 
Fenton and Don Armstrong were 
reappointed to onc ycar terms. 

Selectmen agreed to reconsider 
their appointments because both 
men had written letters stating their 
interest in the positions. 

Up for reappointment to the board 
of appeals were three year member 
Charles Boyle, an attorney who 
works for the county 
commissioner's office, and associate 
members Fenton, Armstrong, and 
Anita Backman. 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, both Backman and 
Boyle expressed a verbal interest in 
continuing on the board. Armstrong 
originally wrote a letter turning 
down the reappointment, then asked 
to be reconsidered for the position. 
Fenton, a new appointee, also wrote 
a letter asking for reappointment. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
motioned to table the decision to 
allow other residents to apply for 
the positions. Chairman Chester 
Bruce agreed with McCoy. 

"I would like to look for the best 
for the people in the town," Bruce 
said. 

Gerald Duggan said, in deference 
to present members, they should be 
given first preference for 
reappointment. He did suggest an 
amendment, howevef, asking that 
anyone interested in positions 
appointed through the selectmen 
submit a letter of interest to his 
board. 

Toward the end of the mecting 
Fenton requested that the board 
reconsider its motion, He explained 
an appeals board meeting the next 
night would require a three member 
board. McCoy argued that those up 
for reappointment were technically 
still members until selectmen voted 
on the issue. Bruce tried to make a 
motion to keep the members on for 
two more weeks but was told by 
Fenton that was not legal, according 
to the Town Charter. 


The board then voted to 
reconsider its previous vote. 
Selectmen agreed to reappoint 
Fenton because he asked for the 
position in writing. When Cain tried 
to reappoint Boyle, his motion 
failed three to two with Allan, 
McCoy, and Bruce voting against. 
He asked what the board had against

Rash of break-ins

Wilmington police are cautioning 
homeowners in the vicinity of Route

Tewksbury slips 
back in time

Not too long ago Tewksbury provided an example to every 
small-time revolutionary body in the area, with a political 
rebellion that toppled the most powerful leaders in municipal 
government. 

Typical of most rebellions, even bloodless ones, the cause in 
this coup d'tat was freedom; freedom from rampant 
development and what voters of the day viewed as an infection 
of their local government by builders who had only one agenda, 
to make money in the boom years of the Massachusetts’ Miracle. 

The miracle is over, and so too is the fable, or at least what 
seems like a tale in hindsight. Tewksbury today is an example 
of political reversal, where voters have just ousted the colorful 
figure who led their shortlived insurrection just three short 
years ago. 

The town has backtracked to the establishment with the 
election of Joan Dunlevy, a household name in the Camation 
capital, and Tewksbury politics has downshifted to near 
normalcy. 

Former Selectman Lou Carciofi was caught in the eye of the 
hurricane in 1991 when he became the second Tewksbury 
politico to walk the plank, following Selectman Charlie 
Coldwell in 1990. Carciofi, like his fallen comrade the year 
before, couldn't overcome a tide of voter anger which he 
attributed to the economy as much as a whirlwind of rumours 
concerning an FBI investigation of local officials. 

“During the campaign none of that stuff came up. It was 
already old by then, and nationwide incumbents were out and 
the economy was spiraling down," said Carciofi, who said he is 
enjoying the benefits of private life with his family on Chandler 
Street. 

When Carciofi was defeated in 1991 he had company. Every 
incumbent with opposition that year was trounced. "A lot of 
people got painted with that brush of scandal," said Carciofi. "I 
can't say a rebellion is for naught, but I think the accusations 
were hoax which worked well for the people spreading them," 
he sai 

As for the defeat of the man who was once his nemesis, Tom 
Camara, Carciofi said the most recently fallen selectman was 
handicapped by his minority status on the board and a gencral 
lack of credibility evolving after his election. "Camara was like 
a folk hero, and then once he got in he wasn't able to do 
everything he wanted to because it takes a majority. He made a 
lot of claims that never came about," said Carciofi. 

While one: victim of the rebellion is philosophical, another 
views last month's election as the next best thing to what the 
communists used to call political rehabilitation. “I think people 
are happy now and so am I,” said former Selectman Charles 
Coppola, chuckling as he explains his post-election joy. "I think 
people were dissatisfied with the lawsuits and the bickering, and 
they finally said enough is enough."

Abuttors express concerns 


Selectmen preview housing project 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Wilmington selectmen got a 
preview of the town's first single 
family affordable housing project 
Monday as several abuttors 
expressed their concern about its 
impact. Abuttors also questioned the 
motive behind the 24 lot 
development being built by Thomas 
Realty Trust in conjunction with the 
town, 

The Buckingham Estates proposal 
came before the Wilmington 
Housing Partnership in November. 
Plans call for six affordable homes 
and 18 market rate homes to be built 
on 11.5 acres off Aldrich ‘Road 
under the Local Initiative Program. 

Though the project will be built in 
an R60 zone, developers are seeking 
a comprehensive permit to allow 
for an increase in density to 2.09 
units per acre. However, they 
maintain this density is less than that 
in the adjacent development since 
those homes were built on 
pre-existing 10,000 square foot lots 
and the current density calculations 
are based on total build-out. 

At its meeting March 11, thé 
Partnership voted to support the 
revised project with nine 
conditions. The plan was revised to 
include less roadway and to cluster 
the homes around several 
turnarounds because it was felt this 
approach would be more sensitive 
to the environment. In order for the 
project to move forward, the board 
of selectmen also has to support the 
proposal, 

Developer Linn Anderson spoke 
for the proponents. She was 
accompanied by fellow developers 
Dick Stuart and Peter DeGennaro; 
Carole Hamilton, chairman of the 
Partnership; and Wilmington 
Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan, 

Selectmen questioned the density 
and the lottery process to dispose of 
the affordable units. In answer to 
one question, Anderson said 10 or 
11 homes could be built on the site if 
homes were built under the R60 
zone. She also stressed the homes 
' would be compatible with the 
“neighborhood. 

Abuttors protested the 20 foot 
_- wide paved street saying it would be 
tight for cars and emergency 

“vehicles to pass, especially during a 
snow emergency. They claimed the 


Streets are in "horrible" condition 
and traffic would increase with 
more homes, creating safety 
problems for their children. 
Duncan pointed out the plan had 
already been reviewed by the police 
and fire departments and the town 
engineer, all of whom had no 
problem with it. Neighbors were 
told town departments would again 
review the project during the 
comprehensive permit process. 


One angry abuttor claimed the 
developers were taking the local 
initiative route because the board of 
appeals is taking a strong stance 
against building anymore homes on 
pre-existing lots. He asked 
selectmen to keep in mind the "real" 
motive: "to get around some zoning 
rules." 

Charles Rose feared the impact of 
increased density on the value of his 
home. "We don't want it to look like

Games people play

The games played at Monday night's selectmens' meeting were 
disturbing and unfair to several hard working members of the 
board of appeals. One of those hurt the most by the board's 
inaction was Charles Boyle, a new resident in town and a fairly 
new appointee to the board. 

The board has three regular members appointed for three year 
terms and three associate members who are non-voting members 
and are appointed for one year terms. Boyle was appointed a few 
months ago to fill the unexpired term of former member Joe 
McMenimen. He is an attorney with the county commissioner's 
office’and has been described as "a feather in our cap" and a "very 
nice man" by those who work with him. One town hall employce 
noted the board could use someone with a little legal knowledge, 
and Boyle has been working well with his fellow members. 

On Tuesday night Boyle sat on the sidelines. Selectman 
reappointed Phil Fenton, who took Boyle's place. There is some 
question now whether Boyle had the right to vote on cases, since 
technically, he is still a member until someone else is appointed to 
fill his position. The delay in filling the seats has been like a slap in 
the face to Boyle and the others up for reappointment who are, 
after all, volunteering their time and knowledge for the good of 
this town. What was particularily upsetting to those in attendance 
Monday was the inconsistency, as selectmen reappointed members 
to other boards without a letter of interest. 

If selectmen want to institute a new policy requiring a letter 
first from anyone interested in town boards, they should first 
publicize the policy, then put it into effect in the next round of 
reappointments, The selectmen's intention to get new members on 
town boards is laudable, but they went about it the wrong way on 
Monday and looked totally silly in the process. They also hurt 
good people who did not deserve to be put on hold. Yes, there 
may have been similar instances of game-playing in the past. But 
the past is past. If the town hopes to get and keep the best people 
on our boards, selectmen must put aside political differences and 
work together for everyone.

In the spring a young man's 
thoughts turn to love." So sang the 
poet, in Britain, many years ago. 

In the spring, particularly in the 
zarly days of May,the thoughts of 
this writer often turn to morels, For 
years the 15th day of May has been 
the day to seek out that shy fungi, 
which hides on the edges of fields 
behind small bushes. It is possibly 
the best tasting fungus to be found in 
Massachusetts. 

And, for the benefit of readers, 
fungus is another name for 
mushroom. Hunters of fungi in 
some places often organize into 
clubs called "Mycological 
Societies." 

This writer does not happen to 
know of any local mycological 
society, That means he is alone, in 
the search for the succulent fungi 
called "Morel." The fifth day of 
May is not too early, when one secks 
them. They are often found in areas 
where there is carbon in the soil. 

Nearly every year there is a 
telephone call from a reader who 
has found some, and is afraid to give 
them the ultimate test - the act of 
eating. Morels can best be described 
as "sponge on a stem." It grows to a 
height of two and a half or three 
inches as a general rule, and will 
"hide" behind lilacs and bushes. 

Jean LeFavour of Glen Road 
called this writer the other day to 
say she had something that looked 
like morels in back of her home. 
That called, of course, for a visit. 

They were fungi, growing in 
clumps, but somewhat larger than 
morels, This writer had never secn 
any before, and they lacked the 

sponge” appearance of morcls. 

Jean had over a dozen clumps in 
back of her home. If they should be 
edible it would be quite a feed. But 
the writer was unable to recognize 
them. 

She called later. Those fungi, she 
said, were known as the “Brain 
Gyromitra" or False Morel, and are 
reputed to be poisonous.

Four family home okayed

‘The owner of a building with four 
rental apartments located in a 
neighborhood business zone on 
Main Street was granted a variance 
by the appeals board Tuesday night. 
The variance reestablishes the two 
apartmeris on the second floor and 
makes legal the two apartments on 
the first floor that formerly housed 
businesses.

Crime scams target 
senior citizens 
Utility worker imposters - 


suspects impersonate utility 
workers or repairmen to gain access 
to a residence, usually two 
individuals claiming to be 
repairmen approach the 
homeowner. One person engages 
the homeowner in conversation 
while the other suspect enters the 
home elsewhere and quickly steals 
cash or valuables while the 
homeowner is occupied. 

Auto body repair fraud - Suspects 
approach the vehicle owner with 
offers of cheap auto body repairs to 
be‘done at the victims home, 
Usually the work is improperly 
done, and frequently falls apart a 
short time later, 

Lottery winners - suspect 
approaches a victim claiming to 
have a winning lottery ticket for 
several thousand dollars, but they 
can't turn the ticket in for tax 
reasons, They ask the victim to buy 
the ticket for cash, When the victim 
tries to turn in the winning ticket, it 
turns out to be a phony. 

There are many variations to these 
scams, victims can be approached at 
their home, in parking lots, while 
shopping in stores, or anywhere,

In-Vitro kids get together

nce a year, there is a 
O celebration at the New 
England Memorial 
Hospital called “Baby Day,” 
when mothers, fathers and doc- 
tors share a heartfelt experience 
that they will take with them for 
‘the rest of the year, and proba- 
bly for the rest of their lives. 
The baby day babies are not 
your average, everyday babies. 
‘If it were not for the generosity, 
hard work and dedication of oth- 
ers, it’s possible that these tykes 
may never have come into exis- 


tence. They were born through 
, In-Vitro Fertilization (IVF). 


The IVF procedure has given 
certain parents something they 
previously could only dream 
about having a child. And when 
that one special day rolls around 
each year, smiling parents 
rarely miss the opportunity to 
show off the little one. 


The excitement on the faces 
of the parents and their children 
is what makes it all worthwhile 
for N.E. Memorial Fertility 
Center Medical Director Dr. Vito 
Cardone. 

“All the satisfaction I need is 
that day,” Cardone said. “You 


have so much emotional grati- 
tude. I wouldn’t change it for the 
world. You see all these happy 
couples. We feel that we’ve 
helped them get to that point in 
their lives.” 

What about the long hours, 
hard work, and sometimes the 
unsuccessful ventures? No mat- 
ter, says Cardone, “I’m very for- 
tunate to have chosen this field. 
I didn’t think it would be so 
gratifying.” 

IVF is nothing new in the 
medical field. The first success- 
ful IVF baby was born in 1984, 
and it has become a regular 
practice in many fertility cen- 
ters around the world. However, 
what is new locally is an anony- 
mous egg donor program 
recently started at the hospital. 


In the early days of IVF, it 
was believed that there were two 
main problems, both related to 
the female: _ premature 
menopause and lack of egg pro- 
duction. Today, IVF has expand- 
ed. The procedure is used for 
tube blockages and sometimes 
for a male “factor” or problem. 

As for the process itself, egg 
donors are injected daily with 
ovarian steriods, in an attempt

WILMINGTON LOOKS AT 
ROUTE 38 - Wilmington’s 
Strategic Planning Task Force 
has been carefully studying a 
report by the consulting firm of 
David Dixon - Goody Clancy 
which divides Main Street into 
six segments and suggests 
improvements to each. 


One of the most significant 
land use issues in the town is 
the existence of vacant buildings 
along the Route 38 corridor, 
including the office building 
opposite Wisser Street, 
Wilmington Ford and Sweet- 
heart Cup properties, Murphy 
and Sons, the Sweetheart Cup 
warehouse near Butters Row, 
and the Trucking Distribution 
Facility just past it. 


The four planning goals 
addressed in the report are: 
looking at land use that 
enhances Wilmington’s physical 
character and identity; promot- 
ing the expansion of appropriate 
businesses on each segment of 
Rte. 38; identifying feasible 
physical improvements to help 
establish a visual identity for 
the entire corridor; and enhanc- 
ing the quality of residential 
areas along it.

to stimulate egg production. 
They are monitored daily and 
given blood tests. Doctors and 
laboratory technicians watch to 
see when the egg production is 
at its optimum. 

When the production is where 
it should be, the procedure is 
almost set to begin. The egg 
donor, whether anonymous or 
known to the recipient, is called 
in to the fertility center. The 
eggs are extracted surgically 

| and within 48 hours are met 
with the man’s sperm. 

The sperm and eggs, of which 
there are up to five times more 
than the usual one per month, 
are monitored and shortly there- 
after surgically inserted into the 
recipient. The idea is to allow 
the recipient to experience the 
joys of fostering and giving 
birth to a child. 

While it is a relatively simple 
procedure, less than an hour of 
actual surgery, it is not without 
risks. 

“The risks are infection, 
| bleeding, over-stimulation, and 
‘) bruising,” said Fertility Center 

Nurse Eileen Wladyka. “The 
| serious side-effects are very 
| minimal. They know what kind 
{ of risks they’re putting them- 

selves through,” 
; Cardone said the donor and 
{. recipient are monitored so close- 
} ly that it’s rare something would 
{go wrong. “I think that it’s a 


very calculated risk. We've done 
it enough, it would be rare (for 
something to go wrong).” 

To avoid problems, and 
improve the success rate of the 
procedure, the best possible 
donors must be found. The N.E. 
Memorial Hospital Fertility 
Center’s success rate, among 
known donors, currently stands 
at 40 percent, which is among 
the highest anywhere. 

The perfect candidate, 
according to a consensus of 
Fertility Center doctors and 
nurses, is a woman roughly 
between the ages of 25-35, who 
has had children but does not 
plan on having any more. 

“The older you get, the less 
responsive the ovaries are and 
the less quality egg produced,” 
Cardone said, speaking about 
his preference of a younger 
donor, one who has the capabili- 
ty of producing better eggs. 
“You take the best quality. 
Having young eggs is better.” 

Obviously, these women are 
expected to be free of medical 
problems. This is where a 
lengthy, in-depth screening test 
comes into play. “During screen- 
ing, we get to know them very 
well,” said Associate Medical 
Director Dr. D. Robert McInnes. 

In charge of much of the 
screening is Wladyka and 
Fertility Center Manager 
Geralyn Levasseur, Who handles

possible donors, She always sets 
up a time to call back to make 
sure the caller has time to think. 

“Most women know when 
they pick up the phone that this 
is what they want to do,” 
Levasseur said. “(But) I really 
think they need more time.” 

Wladyka conducts the next 
phase, a screening interview. 
She says she wants to know the 
motivation of each prospective 
donor. The medical and genetic 
history of the woman is of the 
utmost importance, but‘Cardone 
feels mental health is right up 
there too, 

“We like the person who is 
altruistic and wants to help an 
infertile couple,” Cardone said. 
“We have to be sure they’re 
emotionally stable and we have 
to know their motivation.” 
Added Dr. McInnes: “People 
tend to be honest and responsi- 
ble.” 

The screening is for the pro- 
tection of both parties involved. 
They must be wary of the 
woman who gives up eggs today, 
and feels regret somewhere 
down the line. 

“We don’t want to hurt some- 
body to help someone else,” 
Cardone said. “If someone gets 
hurt in the process, it’s just not 
right. The donors shouldn’t have 
moral or ethical problems about 
giving the eggs.” Indeed, 
because the donor signs away 
any right of possession before 
the process begins. 

The donors are paid in the 
neighborhood of $1,000 to $1,500, 
as recommended by the 
American Fertility Society. “We 
pay them for their inconve- 
nience, not their eggs,” Cardone 
said. The entire process for the 
donor involves about two 
months of tests, monitoring and

WAKEFIELD TAXPAYERS 
ASSOCIATION WANTS MAIL - 
In another attempt to get a look 
at hundreds of letters sent by 
Wakefield teachers to Wakefield 
School Committee members, the 
Taxpayers Association of 
Wakefield, chaired by Michael 
Conley, has filed a complaint 
with the Secretary of State. 

Sent to urge the committee to 
give teachers raises which Town 
Meeting did not fund, the letters 
were originally deemed public 
record but the School 
Committee has asked the state’s 
supervisor of public records for 
an advisory opinion. 

Meanwhile, the Wakefield 
Teachers Association has 
warned School Committee mem- 
bers to keep the letters private 
or be faced with a possible law- 
suit. 

According to the Wakefield 
edition of the Daily Times 
Chronicle, the teachers associa- 
tion reportedly broke off con- 
tract negotiations with the 
School Committee in February 
when the committee announced 
it could not fund raises. Last 
year, Town Meeting voted to not 
fund raises. 

According to a 1982 contract 
between the committee and the 
WTA, Town Meeting is the final 
authority - even though the 
School Committee had previous- 
ly agreed to support raises.

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An interview with comedian Eric Idle

He's just turned 50, but Eric 
Idle has retained much of that 
baby-faced boyishness from his 
days with Monty Python, the 
British comedy troupe that 
‘made him famous and still seen 
in reruns. 

Idle was in Boston recently to 
promote his latest venture, 
Splitting Heirs, which he wrote 
and executive produced. He also 
stars in this comedy about a 
stockbroker who discovers him- 
self to be the true air to a duke- 
dom, a legacy complete with a 
huge manor and bunches of 
money. The movie has been well 
received here, but Idle admitted 
that the British press skewered

Citing another comedian's 
last words, "Dying's easy, come- 
dy is dificult" Ta Idle admitted he 
rarely receives good reviews in 
England. In fact, he tries never 
to read reviews. "I can't. You 
spend two-and-a-half years and 
people just rip you apart and 
sort of carry on normally and 
go on. It's too wounding." 

In fact, Idle said the Pythons' 
success and loyal following had 
nothing to do with the critics. 
"The audiences found Python. 
No one sort of sold it. It was 
word of mouth. It wasn't criti- 
cally responded to, not until 
afterwards. And people killed 
(Python films) The Holy Grail 
and The Life of Brian. It's easy 
to get used to in a group, but not 
on your own. 

“I think about England, they 


are the first to applaud you and 
the first to kill you. They really 
do encourage new talent and 
then 20 minutes later, they come 
at you. Which may be healthy 
and may not, but may account 
for the (poor) state of our cine- 
ma industry." 

Apart from reviews, Idle 
wanted to stress the difficulty in 
making a successful comedy, 
which he called a "maddening 
and frustrating" business. 

"It's so difficult, because if 
the audience doesn't laugh for 10 
minutes they forget they 
laughed for 20 minutes before 
that. If they don't laugh at the 
end, it's really tough.”

As for Splitting Heirs, Idle 
said, "I know that it works with 
an audience. And that's all it 
can do. It can't really change 
your life. It can either be funny 
or not and that's the only crite- 
ria you can judge a comedy.” 

Though the film is somewhat 
reminiscent of older English 
comedies, such as Kind Hearts 
and Coronets, Idle said his 
favorite comedies are actually, 
“slightly silly,” like The Jerk. 

Wondering where all the 
funny comedies had gone, Idle 
said he wanted to make a movie 
he would want to see. One that 
would make him giggle. This 
may explain the casting of 
Barbara Hershey as his mother, 


though in fact, Hershey is 
younger than.Idle, John Cleese 
shows up as a cruelly funny bar-
